HISTOBIOAII. 


The ore er of the Knights of Pythias 
is but twenty-three years of age. The 
first lodge was formed in Temperance 
hall, in tne city of Washington, D. C., 
in February, 1864, and consisted of but 
eleven members. 
Now»it is well estab- 
lished in every city and town la the 
United Utates and the Canadian 
prov- 
inces, and has gained a considerable 
membership in foreign nations. 
It has 
over 2,500 lodges, and a membership of 
over 200,000 m this country alone. 


Indianapolis is entitled to the honor 
of having the first lodge of the order or- 
ganized in Indiana. 
The organization 
of Marion lodge No, 1, was affected in 
July 1869. 
There are 171 lodges in the 
state. 


The uniform rank was not organized 
until 1879. In tne winter of 1876, Qeu- 
eral Carnahan organized what was then 
known as the Lafayette Knights of 
Pythias drill corps, 
and from this or- 
ganization grew the idea of a military 
(iivision. 
Tnis drill corps afterwards 
became Lafayette division. No. 1, of the 
state of Indiana. 
There are now some 
forty or iifty divisions in the common- 
wealth.

Messrs. Miller & Moritz to the condition 
of affairs to no avail, but in the meantime 
he contracted a chronic case of rheuma- 
tism and o^erwise impaired his health 
in the damp room, making a trip to a 
sanitarium necessary. This tour, together 
with mediciai attendance, cost him $1,- 
000.

$5,000 and relief from the objectionable 
features complained of in his place of 
business.

In the police court both 
were held to await the arrival of Henry 
by the next steamer.

were four days in Liverpool, before they 
learned that the irate husband was close 
upon their heels.

the first steamer back for this country.

When Mr. and Mrs. E. A. K. Hackett 


and their children went to Harbor Point, 
Mich., a month ago. Dr. C. T. Mel- 
sheimer, of Bluffton, and father of Mrs. 
Hackett, 
accompanied 
them.

doctor was then recovering from a severe 
illness and it was hoped that a trip to 
the north would benefit his health. 


It did for a time, but a day or so ago a 
message came announcing the doctor's 
illness and his friends had grave appre- 
hensions, Their worst fears were realized, 
however, when a message

father's death at 8 o'clock this morning, 
at Harbor Point, 
Mich., 
where Mr.

Dr. Melsheimer was sixty-nine years 
of age. He was born near Harris burg. 
Pa., but when a young man he came 
west and located at Bluffton, Ind, in 
1847. 
After long and successful studies 
he began the practice of medicine, but 
when the civil war oame on, the young 
doctor enlisted with the 101st Indiana 
regizaeut, and was chosen sargeon. He 
followed his comrades all throu^^h tbe 
struggle, and when peace waa proclaimed 
he returned to his native village to re- 
sume his profession. He was a man of 
rard, scholarly attaiaments, and won and 
retained the conüdence and respect of 
the people of Wells and adjoining COUQ- 
ties Where his practice and acquaintance 
extended.

silicic acid and a small percentage of 
potash and organic matter, which latter 
can be removed by simple calcination, 
and is extraordinarily hygroscopic, be- 
ing, in fact, capable of absorbing an 
enormous quantity of fluid, freeing the 
hides or skins from all 
fluid 
matter 
which could promote or assist putre- 
faction and deprive them of all nour- 
ishment for insects which cause

enormotis damage to hides and skins 
during transport.

The Cami)o Santo is about a mile and 
a half from the city, and is built in the 
form of a vast square court, jvith 
the 
tombs of the rich in raised galleries on 
the four sides, and the graves of the 
poor in the flat ground in the 
middle. 
All the galleries are built with white 
marble, with the roofs and 
long 
lines 
of pillars; and the tombs are generally 
placed along the inner side of the gal- 
leries, and the greater part of them are 
surmounted 
by 
groups 
of 
life-size 
statuary. 
I t 
is 
these 
slatues, all of 
them the work of famous modern 
Ital- 
ian sculptors, which give to the 
place 
its queer and peculiar character. Many 
of the groups consist not only of stat- 
ues of the person buried in the tombs, 
but life-like figures 
of the 
sorrowing 
relatives, 
dressed 
in modern clothes. 
In one place you will see a father on 
his death-bed, his wife, dressed iu tho 
fashion of the present day, sitting 
by 
his side, Avhile his son, a young man in 
double-breasted sack coat and striped 
trousers, and a daughter, Avith a polo- 
naise and pleated skirt, stand at the 
foot of the couch. 
These figures 
are 
so well done that they almost seem 
to 
be 
alive; and as the members of the 
family come year 
after 
3'ear 
to 
the 
cemetery, they must be content to see 
the clothes they 
were 
sculptured 
iu 
getting more and more 
old-fashioned. 
Some 
of 
the 
designs 
are 
line 
and 
artistic, 
although 
to 
our 
ideas very 
strange. 


In one part of the grounds wo per- 
ceive a young lady richly attired in a 
dress with a long train trimmed with a 
double row of ruiHes 
and 
lace, 
and 
wearing a cap edged with scalloped lace, 
kneeling 
at 
the foot of her 
father's 
tomb, while 
a 
grand 
and 
beautiful 
figure 
of 
Christ 
rises 
out 
of some 
clouds just in front of her, 
and 
with 
one hand over the recumbent statue of 
her dead father, and one over her head, 
offers 
her 
consolation. 
In 
another 
place there is a group of two sisters, 
who are knocking at the door of the 
tomb of a third sister; the door of the 
tomb is i)artly 02:>en, and the 
buried 
sister, iu company with an angel 
who 
holds her by the hand, has just 
come 
out of it, and is rising toward the 
sky; 
as these figures are life-size,- the 
effect 
is very striking. 
Close to this tomb is 
one which is planned upon an entirely 
different idea; a large old angel with a 
long beard and a very grim and severe 
countenance is sitting solemnly upon a 
closed tomb. 
His expression gives one 
the idea that he has looked around upon 
the young lady who has been liherated 
by tho angel, and that he has said to 
himself, " T h e i>erson in the tomb on 
which I am sitiing need not expect to 
et out until the i)roper time 
comes." 
There is no doiibt that these 
groups 
are considered very a})proi)riate 
mon- 
uments to deceased friends nnd rela- 
tives by those who have placed them 
there, but some of them cannot fail to 
strike Americans as strange aud odd.

The passenger is photographed on 
the ticket bearing his si^atnre by 
punching out all the words that are not 
descriptive of him. If for a male, the 
word "female" is cut out by the punch; 
if he is slim, the words "medium* and 
"stout" are punched; if his eyes are 
light, the word "dark" is stricken out; 
and if he wears no beard, the word 
"none" is left standing; while "mus- 
tache," "chin," and "side" are punched. 
Now, it is readily seen how a train 
agent passing 
hurriedly through a 
crowded car is likely to make errors in 
describing his passengers on tickets, 
and so far from being a photograph of 
the holder, the marginal sketch often 
becomes a rank carricature. 
Even 
when the punch-marks faithfully por- 
tray the features and figure, the female 
passenger cannot always preserve good 
temper on looking at the picture drawn 
for her. A well-developed lady of un- 
certain age is not likely to consider it a 
compliment to be lab'eled in cold type 
»«"stout" and "elderly."

BET. T. D. TALSIAGE'S SERMON. 


THE HAMPTONS, Ang. 21.—"The Facta 
Proved" is the subject of discourse by the 
Kev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., to-day. 
His text is from Acts xv, 3: "We are wit- 
nesses." 
Following is his sermon in full: 


In the days of George Stephenson, the 
perfectoT of the locomotive engine, the 
scientists proved conclusively that a rail- 
way train could never be driven by steam 
power Buccessfully and without peril; bmt 
the rushing express trains from Liverpool 
to Edinburg, and from Edinbnrg to Lon- 
don, have made all the nations witnesses 
of the splendid achievement. 
Machinists 
and navigators proved conclusively that a 
steamer could never cross the Atlantic 
ocean; but no sooner had they successfully 
proved the impossibility of such an under- 
taking than the work was done, and the 
passengers on the Cunard and the In man 
and the National and the White Star lines 
are witnesses. 
There went up a fspiflFaw of 
wise laughter at Professor Morse's propo- 
Bition to make the lightning of heaven hie 
errand boy, and it was proved conclusively 
that the thing could never be done; but now 
ail the news of the wide world, by Asso- 
ciated Press, put in your hands every 
morning and night, has made all nations 
witnesses. 


So in the time of Chria^it was proved 
conclusively that it was inípiíssible for Him 
to rise from the dead. 
It was shown log- 
ically that when He was dead He was dead, 
and the heart and the liver and the lungs 
having ceased to perform their offices, the 
limbs would be rigid beyond all power of 
friction or arousal. 
They showed it to be 
an absolute absurdity that the dead Christ 
should ever get up alive; but no sooner had 
they proved this than the dead Christ 
arose, and the disciples behind Him, heard 
His voice and talked with Him, and they 
took the witness stand to prove that to be 
true which the wiseacres of the day had 
proved to be impossible; the record of the 
experiment and of the testimony is in tbe 
text: 
"Him hath God raised from the 
dead, whereof we are witnesses." 


Now, let me play the skeptic for a mo- 
ment. 
"There is no God," says the skep- 
tic, "for I have never seen Him with my 
physical eyesight. 
Your Bible is a pack 
of contradictions. 
There never was a 
miracle. 
Lazarus was not raised from the 
dead, and the water was never turned into 
wine. 
Your religion is an imposition on 
the credulity of the ages." 
There is an 
aged man moving in that pew as though he 
would like to respond. 
Here are hundreds 
of people with faces a little flushed at these 
announcements, and all through this house 
there is a suporessed feeling which would 
like to speak out in behalf of the truth of 
our glorious Christianity, as in the days of 
the text, crying out: "We are witnesses!" 


The fact is, that if this world is ever 
brought to God, it will not be through 
argiiment, but through testimony. 
You 
might cover the whole earth with apologies 
for Christianity and learned treatises in 
defense of religion—you would not convert 
a soul. 
Lectures on the harmony between 
science and religion are beautiful mental 
discipline, but have never saved a soul, 
and never will save a soul. 
Put a man of 
the world and a man of the church against 
each other and the man of the world will 
in all probability get the triumph. 
There 
are a thousand things in our religion that 
seem illogical to the world, and always will 
seem illogical. 


Our weapon in this conflict is faith, not 
logic; faith, not metaphysics; faith, not 
profundity; faith, not scholastic explora- 
tion. 
But then, in order to have faith we 
must have testimonv, and if 500 men, oi 
1,000 men, or 5()(),00i) men, or 5,0()0,()(H1 
men get up and tell me that they have fell 
the religion of Jesus Christ a joy, a com- 
fort, a help, an inspiration, I am bound as 
a fair-minded manto accept their testimony. 
I want just now to put before you three 
propositions, the truth of which I think 
this audience will attest with overwhelming 
unanimity. 


The first proposition is: We are witnesses 
that the religion of Christ is able to convert 
a soul. 


The Gospel may have had a hard time to 
conquer us, we may have fought it back, 
but we were vauqu-shed. 
You say con- 
version is only an imaginary thing. We 
know better. 
"We are witnesses." 
There 
never was so great a change in our heart 
and life on any other subject as on this. 
People laughed at the missionaries in 
Madagascar 
because they preached ten 
years without one convert; but there are 
converts 
in Madagascar 
to-day. 
People laughed at Dr. Judson, the Baptist 
missionary, because he kept on preachini^ 
in Burmah Ave years without a single con- 
vert; but there are 2n,(i()0 Baptists in 
Burmah to-day. 
l'eoi)le laughed at l!r. 
Morrison, in ( hina, for presichiDg there 
seven years without a single conversion; 
but there are 1.j,()()0 Christians in China 
to-day. 
People laughed at the mission- 
aries for preaching at Tahiti for fifteen 
years without a single conversion, and a< 
the missionaries for preaching in Bengal 
seventeen years without a single conver- 
sion; j'et in all those lands there are multi- 
tudes of Christians to-day. 


But why go so far to find evidences oí 
the Gospel's power to save a soul? ""We 
are witnesses." 
We were so proud that no 
man could have humbled us; we were so 
hard 
that no earthly power could have 
melted us; angels of God were all around 
abont us, they could not overcome us; but 
one day, perhaps at a Methodist anxious 
seat, or at a 
Presbyterian 
catecheticaJ 
lecture, or at a burial", or on horseback, a 
power seized us, and made ns get down, 
and made us tremble, and made us kneel, 
and made us cry for mercy, and we tried 
to wrench ourselves away from the grasp, 
but we could not. It flung UB flat, and 
•when we arose we were as much changed 
as Gourgis, the heathen, who went into a 
prayer meeting with a dagger and a gun to 
disturb the meeting and destroy it, but t h j 
next day was found crying: "Oh, my great 
Bins! Oh! my great 
Savior!" and foi 
eleven years preached the gospel of Christ 
to his fellow mountaineersT the last words 
on his dying lips being "Free grace!" Oh, 
it was free grace. 


There is a man who was for ten years a 
hard drinker. 
The dreadful appetite had 
set down its roots around the palate and 
the tongue, and on down until they were 
interlinked with the vitals of the body, 
mind, and soul; but he has not taken any 
stimulants for two years. 
What did that? 
Not temperance societies. 
Not prohibi- 
tion laws. 
Not moral suasion. 
Conver- 
sion did it. "Why," said one upon .whom 
the great change had come, "sir, I feel 
just as though 1 were somebody else." 


There is a sea captain who swore all the 
way from New York to Havana, and from 
Havana to San Francisco, and when he 
was in port he was worse than when he 
was on the sea. What power was it that 
washed his tongue clean of profanities, 
and made him a psalm singer? Conversion 
by the Holy Spirit. 
There are thousands 
of people in this house to-night who are 
no more what they once 
were than a 
waterlily is nightshade, or a morning lark 
is a vulture, or day is night. 


Now, if I should demand that all those 
people in this house who have felt the 
converting power of religion should rise, 
eo far from being ashamed, they would 
spring to their feet with more alacrity than 
they ever sprang to the dance, the teare 
mingling with their exhilaration as t h e j 
cried: "We are witnesses!" 
And if they 
tried to sing the old Gospel hymn they 
wonld fiireak down with emotion by the 
time they got t0| tbe second line: 


Aabamed 
that dear friend 
On wbom mvKopaa ot beavaa depend? 
No t ' WhMt l^^teBh be tbi« my •faame, 
iMieHlS 


meat and eyexyihing reminds yon of vhat 
yon have lost. Get yonr mind off of it! 
They might as well advise you to stop 
thinking. Yon cannot stop thinking, and 
you cannot stop thinking in that direction. 
Take a walk in the fresh air! 
Why, along 
that veiy street or that very road she once 
accompanied you. Out of that grassplot 
she plucked flowers, or into that show win- 
dow 
she 
looked, 
fascinated, 
saying: 
"Come, seethe pictures." Go deeper into 
business! Why, she was associated with 
all yonr business ambition, and since she 
has gone you have no ambition left. Oh, 
this is a clumsy world when it tries to 
comfort a broken heart! I can build a 
Corliss engine, I can paint a Baphael's 
"Madonna," I can play a Beethoven's 
"Symphony" as easily as this world can 
jomfort a broken heart. 
And yet you have 
been comforted. 
How was it done? Did 
Christ come to you and say: 
"Get your 
DQindoff this; go out and breathe the fresh 
lir; plunge deeper into business?" No. 
There was a minute when he came to you 
—perhaps in the watches of the night, 
perhaps in your place of business, perhaps 
along the street—and he breathed some- 
thing into your soul that f^Ìive peace, rest, 
infinite quiet, so that you could take out 
;he photograph of the departed one and 
look into the eyes and the lace of the dear 
one, and say: 
"It is all right; she is better 
aff; I would not call her back. 
Lord, I 
ihank thee that thou hast comforted my 
poor heart. 


There are Chislian parents here who are 
willing to testify to the power of this Gos-. 
pel to comfort. 
Your son had just gradu- 
ated from schobl or college and was going 
into business, ana the Lord took him. Oi 
your diiughter had just graduated from the 
foung ladies' seminary and you thought 
she was going to be a useful woman and oi 
long life; but the Lord took her and yoxj 
were tempted to say: 
"All this culture ol 
twenty years for nothing!" 
Or a little 
;hild came home from school with the hot 
fever that stopped not for the agonized 
prayer or for the skillful physician, and 
;he little child was taken. 
Or the babe 
was lifted out of your arms by some quick 
epidemic, and you stood wondering why 
Grod ever gave you that child at all, if so 
300n He was to take it away. 
And yet you 
ire not repining, you are not fretful, you 
ire not fighting against God, 


What has enabled you to stand all the 
trial? 
"Oh," you say, "I took the medicine 
that God gave my sick soul. 
In my dis- 
tress I threw myself at the feet of a sym- 
pathizing God; and when I was too weak 
to pray or to look up He breathed into me 
a peace tliat I think mxjst. be the foretaste 
of that Heaven where there is neither a 
tear, nor a farewell, nor a grave." 
Come, 
ill ye who have been out to the grave to 
weep there—come, all ye comforted souls, 
get u p off your knees. 
Is there no power 
in this Gospel to soothe the heart? Is 
there no power in this religion to quiet the 
worst paroxysm of grief? 
There comes up 
in answer from comforted 
widowhood, 
and orphanage, and childlessness, saying: 
"Aye, aye, we are witnesses!" 


Again, I remark that we are witnesses 
of the fact that religion has power to give 
composure in the last moment. I shall 
never forget the first time I confronted 
death. 
We went across the cornfields in 
the country. I was led by my father's 
hand and we came to the farm house 
where the bereavement had come, and we 
saw the crowd of wagons and carriages; 
but there was one carriage that especially 
attracted my boyieh attention, and it had 
black plumes. 
1 said: 
"What's 
that? 
what's that? Why those black tassels at 
the top?" and after it was explained to me 
I was lifted u p to look upon the bright 
face of an aged 
Christian 
woman, who 
three days before had parted in triumph. 
The whole scene made an impression I 
never forgot. 


In our sermons and in our lay exhorta- 
tions we are very apt, when we want to 
bring illustrations of dying triumph, to go 
back to some distinguished personage—to 
a John Knox or a Harriet Newell. 
But I 
want you for witnesses. 


I want to know if you have ever seen 
anything to make you believe that the re- 
ligion of Christ can give composure in the 
final hour. 
Now, in the courts, attorney, 
jury, and judge will never admit mere hear- 
say. 
They demnnd that the witness must 
have seen with his own eyes, or heard 
with his own ears, and so I am critical in 
my examination of you now, and I want 
to know whether you have seen or heard 
anything that makes you believe that the 
religion of Christ gives comfort in the 
iinnl hour. 


"Oh, yes," you say, "I saw my father 
and mother depart. 
There was a great 
diöerence in their death-beds. 
Standing 
by the one we felt more veneration. ]5y 
the other there was more 
tenderness." 
Before the one you bowed perhai>.s in awe. 
In the other case yon felt as if 3 0U would 
like to go along with her. 
liow did they 
feel in that last hour? 
How did they seem 
to act? 
ere they very much frightened? 
Did they take hold of this world 
with 
both hands as though they did not want to 
give it np? "Oh, no," you s:iy; "no, I re- 
memljer us though it were yesterday; she 
had a kind word for us all, and there were 
a few mementoes distributed among the 
chihlreu, and thou she told us how kind 
we must be to our father iu his loueJiness, 
and then she kissed us good-by and went 
asleep as a child in a cradle." 


What made her so composed? 
Natural 
courage? 
"No," you say; "mother was 
very nervous. 
When the carriage inclined 
to the side of the road she would crv out. 
She was always rather 
weakly." 
What, 
thou, gave her composure? Was it because 
she did not care much for you and the 
pang of parting was not great? 
"Oh," you 
say, "she showered upon us a wealth of 
afl^'ection; no mother ever loved her chil- 
dren more than mother 
loved us. She 
showed it by the way she nursed us when 
we were sick, and she toiled for us until 
her strengh Kave out." 
What, then, was it 
that gave her composure in the last hour? 
Do not hitle it.' Bo frank and let me 
know. 
"Oh," you say, "it was because she 
was so good. 
She made the Lord her 
portion, and she had faith that she would 
go straight to glory, and that we should 
all meet her at last at the foot of the 
throne." 


Here are people who say: "I saw a 
Christian brother die, and he triumphed." 
And some one else: "I saw a Christian 
sister die, and she triumphed." 
Some one 
else will say: "I saw a Christian daughter 
die and she triumphed." 
Come, all ye 
who 
have seen the last moments of a 
Christian, and give testimony in this causo 
on trial. 
Uncover yonr heads, put your 
hand on the old family Bible from which 
they used to 
read the promises, and 
promises in 
the 
presence 
of 
high 
heaven 
that 
you 
will 
tell 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but 
the truth. 
W'ith what you have seen with 
your own eyes, and from what you have 
heard with your own ears, is there power 
in this 
Gospel to eive calmness and 
triumph in the last exigency? 
The re- 
sponse comes from all sides, from young, 
and old, and middle aged: 
"We are wit- 
nesses!" 


You see, my friends, I have not put be- 
fore you an abstraction, or a chimera, 01 
anything like guess work. I present you 
atlidavits of the best men and women, liv- 
ing and dead. 
Two witnesses in court will 
establish a fact. 
Here are not two wit- 
nesses but thousands oi witnr>sses—on earth 
millions of witnesses, and in Heaven a 
great multitude of witnesses that no man 
can number, testifying that there is power 
in this religion to convert the soul, to give 
comfort in trouble, and to afford composure 
in the last hour. 


If ten men should come to you when you 
are sick with appalling sickness, and say 
they had the same sickness, and took a 
certain medicine, and it cured them, you 
would probably take it. Kow, suppose ten 
other men should come up and say: 
"We

A Stranga Story of How a Texas Mur- 
dere:: Escaped Death on the 
Gallowa. 


[Port Worth (re.tasi special. I 
Campbell Langley, father of the once 
notorious and not yei forgotten Bill Lang- 
ley, removed to Bell County, Texas, from 
near Lexington, 
Lea 
Countv, 
Texas, 
tw elve years ago. 
Duiing his residence in 
Lee and Bell counties he has been Imown 
as a well-to-do farmer and an upright citi- 
zen. 
Campell Langley to-day toid a story 
to some of the leading citizens which, but 
for his well-known Christian character, 
would be put down as wildest fiction. 
He 
says that his son. Bill Langley, who was 
pxibhcly hanged twelve years ago in (iid- 
dings. Lee County, by Sheriff Jim Brown, 
in the presence of sevtral thousand people, 
was not hurt at all, but was allowed to es- 
cape. 


The father says when the Supreme Court 
and the Governor refused to intervene in 
Bill's benalf a rich uncle in California 
canie-to the rescue with $4,000, with which 
he worked upon the sympathy of the sheriff 
charged with the execution of the sentence; 
that the frienus of Bill were permitted to 
arrange things so that when the drop fell 
the weight of the body fell upon the iron 
hoop supported by an appropriate body 
harness in such a way that he escaped 
physically unhi.rt.
